The 
fact that England’s bands are at last free 
must increase the dissatisfaction of the 
Russian Government that she has by her 
‘own folly allowe her shame to become a 
byword. The conclusion of the peace in 
South Africa, though it may hasten the 
progress of events in Bastern Asia, has 
already been pretty well discounted ; and 
Russia may be prepared for the future to 
take her position in the rank from which 
she never should have been perinitted to 
emerge.

. THE HHALTH OF THB COLONY. 

It has been suggested to jme that my last 
communication, published in|your columns on 
‘Tuesday last, might have led ‘to some mis- 
conception as to the actual state of the public 
health of Macao, withont certain amplifications. 
In deference to the feeling! which has been 
created and with a view to dissipate any fears 
as regards the healthiness .of the city, as well 
as in justice to the tradal interest. such as it is, 
of the port, I have obtaingd and now give 
publicity to the most authoritative statement 
in reference’ to the recent = Teale amongst 
the population: of Macao. Up to the present 
the only Europeans who have fallen victims to 
cholera are two men of the land and mari- 
time police, an artilleryman, and a Sister. 
of Charity. In all these cases no report was 
made when the first: symptoms of the disease 
manifested themselves, and ‘recourse in each 
case was had to medical aid only at the eleventh 
hour. The percentage of recovery when the 
sickness is taken in hand in the early Biage 
shows-that the disease is easily tractable by the 
administration of the right specific. All 
Buropeans, Macaenses, and ‘Chinese living in 
proper coniitions of comfort and hygiene have 
enjeyed perfect immanity from attack. The 
immediate, causation of the recent mortality 
from choleraic complaints is set down, as at 
first reported, to the contaminated water obtained 
from wells, after along period of drought, in 
{he quarters inhabited by the pee and ignorant 
class of Chinese, whose usual apathy neglects 
the ordinary principles of |sanitation, f> the 
detriment of their own safety. But those who 
took timely notice of the warnings issued by 
the municipal authorities, by having water 
boiled before using it for potable purposes, have 
-been singularly free from attack. In this respect, 
-I learn that the hotels and all public -institu- 
tions exercise the most careful supervision over 
the water supplied to and|consumed in those 
establishments. The general death-rate com- 
pared with the corresponding period for 
previous years is very favoufable, in spite of the 
number of deaths from cholera, 

It is a singular fact that notwithstand- 
ing the prevalence of lague in Canton, 
Hongkong, and in the island dependencies 
(Taipa and Colouan) of Macao, the mortality 
of statistics for Macao proper show only two 
fatal cases of plague for the'current year. The 
second case revvrded was on the 23rd March 
Jast; since then not a single case has-como to 
the notice of the sanitary authorities nor any 
discovered in the course of the daily inspectipns.

A latter from Peking published in the 
Mainichi gives the following as the remarks of 
a gentleman who is credited to be well informed 
regarding affairs in Manchuria, having 
travelled extenxirely in the conntry :— . 

One might imagine oneself in Japan, he says, 
when passing villages in the neighbourhood of 
railway stations between Port Arthur and Har- 
bin, so many Japanese are there to be seen, At 
Harbin the number: of Japanese residents ex- 
ceeds five hundred, and most of these ara ‘en- 
gaged in superintendiog their own businesses. 
Many of them are gentlemen ‘The Japanese 
have their hospital, club, and other social and 
public institutions, and the condition of the 
Japanese settlement is in no way inforior to 
that where Enzlishmen or Germans reside. 
There sre at least ten villages where the 
Japauese. number from 100 to 310 of the 
populafion. ‘The Russian army and the 
railway service are chiefly obtaining their 


I 
supplies of daily necessaries, such as wines, | 


tobacco, boote, washing and all provisions from 
the Japanese. Laundry-men receive the cost of 
fuel from the Russian Government Office and 
tha Railway Office, and thus are able to under- 
tuke the washing of the Japanese residenta 
very cheaply. The Mitsui’ Bussan Kaisha ‘at 
Port Arthur has. cont to supply a large 
quantity of coal to the Rassian squadron for a | 
number of years to come, and the extensive 
works undertaken at Dalny afford a good | 
field for Japanese contractors, while | 
lumber uir for the construction of 
the East China Railway’ is being supplied by 
Japanese. As to the trade with the Chinese in 
Manchuria, oil-cake, one of the principal 
products in Manchuria, can be had at low prices, 
as the Chinese there are not so much advanced 
in methods of trade as their brethron of Kwang- 
tung or Fakien in South China. Asfor the Rus- 
sians they are chiefly unproductive soldiers and © 
Government officials At present very few Rus- 
sians hayve-come from European Russia who can 
cope with the Japanese merchants in basiness. 
A Russian recently remarked that it will take a 
hundred years before the Russians from Hurope 


will settle in Manchuria. While this cannot [ 


be taken altogether as accurate, there is some 
truth in the statement. Manchuria furnishes 
the Japanese with a paradise in which to live. 
The antipathy of the Japanese for the Russians — 
has'a political origin, but the Russian people
